MILK BE HEATJED? 


Milk is the ideal food for infants 
and should-be a mainstay of the diet 
throughout earl" childhood. 
It is a 
great mistake to .substitute other foods 
for pure fresh raw milk In the diet of 
a baby, because pure raw milk, be- 
sides being an ideal nutriment, with 
the correct proportions of sugar, pro- 
teid and fat, also supplies tb the baby 
the essential mineral matter and tne 
vital substance known as "vltamine" 
which is indispensable for normal 
growth. 
The two conditions •which t«o often 
make the milk a source of danger to 
the child are uncleanliness and heat. 
Milk produced amid 
uncleanly sur- 


rounding's or handled at any stage of 
Its progress from cow to baby by un- 
cleanly persons is very likely tb be- 
come polluted wlUi disease germs, not 
visible dirt but the invisible poison of 
infection. 
Of course such pollution of 
the milk may be 
rendered inconse- 


quential by the simple process of boil- 
ing the milk, just as you would ster- 
ilize doubtful.drinking- water J>y-toil- 
ing it. But boiling changes the char- 
acter of the mjllk. 
It destroys natur- 
al ferments which are beneficial to a 
child's digestion; It probably destroys 
the vitamine in raw milk: if boiled 
milk is fed to a baby exclusively for 
period ths baby is likely to de- 
curvy in the earlier months and 


rickets In the second year. 
More moderate heating lias there- 


fore been employed for the purpose 
of rendering- dirty milk more safe to 
drink. 
This moderate 
heating 
is 
called 
pasteurisation. The 
milk is 


leated up to 140 degrees Fahrenheit 
for twenty minutes—no higher and no 
ongcr—then cooled down again and 
kept cold till used. 
Thia degree of 


temperature is sufficient to destroy the 
germs of tuberculosis, typhoid fever, 
dysentery and other diseases which 
may be acquired through dirty milk-— 
dirty in the sense that it is polluted, 
not visibly dirty. But this method of 
pasteurizing- milk iloes not destroy the 
natural ferments in milk, nor does it 
disintegrate the proteid,~as does boil- 
nsr temperature. 
The casein or proteid (cheese part) 


of milk is rendered more difficult to 
digest by pasteurization—not an Im- 
portant matter so far as older children 
ire concerned, but sometimes very im- 


baby.
